The meeting of the Republican County 


Committee to arrange for the State Dele- 
gate and County convention will be held 
on Saturday. 
This suggests that there 


are a number of candidates for delegates 
to the State Convention. Among them 
are Dr. 3. L. Cawley, Springtown; Reu- 
ben Landia, Bedminsterj Charles T. East 
burn, Tardley; Robert M. Rorer, North- 
ampton; Frank F. Bell, Bristol, the last 
named for deletrate-at-large. It is said 
that matters are in good shape for a vig- 
orous campaign on the part of Republi- 
cans this fall, growing out of harmonious 
conditions. Here and there may be found 
a Republican not quite Batistied with pres- 
ent conditions, but they are not in the 
"kicker" class. 
On the contrary they 


are such ardent party men that they can 
not quite overlook some of the incidents 
that occurred a year or more ago, but they 
are too well-informed and expereinced to 
attempt to raise a rumpus with the major- 
ity of the party advocating harmony. 


No railway project since the construc- 


tion of the trolley to Willow Grove has 
aroused more interest in this community 
than that providing for a road from Doyles- 
town to New Hope by way of the Cutta- 
lossa Valley. The company has been much 
encouraged by public approval. At a re- 
cent meeting held in Doylestown the Sup- 
ervisors of Buckingham granted unani- 
mously the right of way in that township. 
It is believed the road will not only be 
popular in summer but that it will enjoy 
advantages in the way of passenger traffic 
at all seasons.

through Primrose alley and on down the 
River road to New Hope.

She knows tha 
when_we took her in she had boon a mere 
tramp for 0,000 years, Biblical measure 
Yes, and we not only ended her troubles 
and made things soft for her permanent 
ly, but we made her respectable, and that 
she hadn't ever been before.

When Edward VII. entertained J. Pier- 


pont Moragn the other day at Windsor 
Castle he recognized that there 'are some 
world powers which are not represented on 
the woi Id's map, says an exchange. High 
finance has been making itself felt as one 
of the great interests in the past year or 
two, and especially in the past half year, 
in a way which has surprised some of the 
world's old-style potentates. In the early 
days the money changers and the usurers 
were considered lawful prey for any king, 
baron or freebooter who could capture 
them or could impose restrictions or regu- 
lations by which their hoards could be se- 
cured, but nowadays the financiers have 
become the real rulers of the world. 


Bonaparte's characterization of the Lon- 


don Times as one of the great powers of 
Europe was a concession by one of the 
shrewdest of m.mkind that the circle was 
broadening of the influences with which 
crowned heads would have to reckon. It 
is safe to say that Edward Til. received 
Morgan as a potentate fully equal in dig- 
nity and might to his host, or to any man 
sitting on any of the world's thrones. Ed- 
ward needs Morgan or men like him more 
than the Morgans need the Edwards. 
The RotshohiMs and the Barings have en- 
tered Parliament and the Barings have 
gained titles. Some of their counterparts 
In the United States have also entered 
-public office. 


But Mr. Moigan is a type of a monetary 


magnate who cares nothing for political 
station. There is no office in the Unitec 
States to which he aspires. It is safe to 
say that he would much rather be plain J. 
Pierpont Morgan than Nicholas II., Will- 
iam II., Edwaid VII. or William MoKin- 
ley. He, like all of these political digni- 
taries, is the head of a great realm. 
In 


many respects his power is vaster than 
that which they wield. He touches the 
current of the world's activities at more 
points than does nay of those personages, 
and touches it more closely. 
Moreover, 


while the power of those potentates has 
reached its limit, that of the great mon 
archs of finance has only begun to broad 
en. When Edward VII. received J. Pier 
pont Morgan at Windsor Castle the other 
day there were two kings in that storied 
structure, and the visiting king was im 
measurably the greater.

Tax Reduction and the Treasury. 
On July 1 the war taxes will be reduced, 


as officially estimated, to the extent of 
145,000,000 a year. The surplus revenue 
or the government fiscal year, which 
iloses June 3, is estimated at $75,000,000. 
Snould revenue and expenditures continue 
on the same scale, and present prosperous 
conditions be maintained, there should be 
'or the coming fiscal year, notwithstand- 
ng the reduced taxation, a surplus of 
130,000,000. 
There is a good prospect 


.hat the surplus for next year will be lar- 
ger than the amount named. 
Favorable 


:rade conditions are still expanding and 
'oreign traffic is growing. The outlook 
'or crops is excellent, and prices ore well 
sustained. As far as a forecast can be 
made from the existing situation the com- 
ng business year will at lesst be equal to 
ihat which ends within a few days; and 
he treasury is so strongly fortified that it 
can not meet with a serious backset dur 
ng the next twelve months. 


Several facts point strongly to a larger 


ireaaury surplus than $30,000,000 for next 
'ear. The army is in bourse of reduction, 
iegimente have been coming home stead- 
ly from the Philippines. Only a nominal 
'orce is required in Porto Rico, and before 
;he end of another year nearly all Ameri- 
can troops may be withdrawn from Cuba. 
:t is estimated that the cost of the army 
or the fiscal year just ending will be 
5142,500,000, and of the navy $60,500,000, 
making a total of $203,000,000, or $12,- 
100,000 more than the aggregate of the last 
iscal year. But the Chinese complication 
nore than accounts for the increase. 
)ur troops have left China. Probably 
,he war department will not expend more 
than $120,000,000 next year, including 
jueh public improvements as it is author- 
ized to continue. Here is a probable sav 
ing of $26,000,000. No material reduc- 
tion is likely in the cost of the navy de- 
par*Tnent, nor do the people ask that the 
work of naval construction should be bait- 
ed. To be prepared on the sea is the 
wisest economy, and the re-organized 
regular army is similarly a prudent .pru- 
dent provision. 


A review of all the factors in the case 


Indicate that there will be a treasury sur- 
plus in the next fiscal year of from thirty 
million to sixty million dollars. But if a 
sudden period of depression should cut 
down the revenue as much as 15 per cent, 
the resulting deficit would be a small one 
and the cash balance is large enough to 
meet such a call for a series of years. II 
is far more probable that the secretary of 
the treasury will be taxed to find uses for 
a surplus, and will go on purchasing on- 
matured bonds, an operation that adds to 
the financial strength and economies of 
the nation. A decreased government ex- 
penditure is likely in the new possessions, 
aside from the reduction of our military 
forces there. In a word, the treasury out- 
look could not be better and never has 
been better.

Receipts have run already $22,500,000 


above the record of the same period of1 
last year ,uid a surplus thus far of $ti,335.- 
180 comp .res favorably with a surplus for 
the corresponding period ot las year of 
$71,114,380. Receipts were swollen Satur- 
aay by a check for $2,132,841 paid to the 
Government for its claim on the Sioux 
City and Pacific Railway. Tnis amount 
will not figure in the cash balance, how- 
ever, for a day or two, when this balance 
will rise close to $175,000,000. The amount 
on Saturday was $170,«86,821, with the 
prospect of a heavy excess of receipts over 
ordinary expenditures for nearly every day 
of this week. 
The cash balance at the close of the ye- r 


would approximate $190,000,000, but Sec- 
retary Gage is keeping it under control by 
the purchase of unmatnred bonds at a pre- 
mium. The face value of the bonds pur- 
chased up to the close of last week was 
$13 947,600, and the amount paid was but 
little less than $16,000,000. This resource 
alone, with those afforded by the refund- 


tinued 2 per cent bonds, has prevented a 
congestion of money in the Treasury which 
might have caused distress. 


With a surplus of orainary receipts of 


180,000,000 and a cash balance of $185,- 
100,000 confronting the Treasury at the 
beginning of the new fiscal year on July 
st it becomes an interesting question bow 
congestion ot money in tne Treasury can 
>e prevented. Reductions made by the 
new revenue law are relied upon to some 
extent, but Commissioner Yerkes is dis- 
posed to believe the reductions will not be 
10 large as has been expected. Internal 
revenue receipts for the current fiscal year 
will run at least $16,000,000 above thoase 
of last year. The surprising feature of the 
receipts this month has been an increase 
of the internal revenue receipts for the 
first 22 days of June from $18,285,817 last 
year to $19,329,696 this year. 


If the increase in those classes of busi- 


ness where stamps are still required con- 
tinues at this rate, the effect of the reve- 
nue reductions will be largely nullified and 
he internal revenues receipts for the next 
fiscal year will not fall much below those 
of 1900, when the total was about $295, 
000,000. 


With a reduction of war expenditures 


.he surplus is likely to run at high figures 
through the next year, unless there is a 
sudden change in business conditions. 
Secretary Gage is counting on the heavy 
drafts which usually occur in July and 
August and the effects of the revenue re- 
ductions to relieve somewhat the pressure 
of money in the Treasury during the sum- 
mer, but he is prepared to meet a consid- 
erable congestion of funds in the autumn,

Oirtou* Flih That Slut 


It may he that some time ID the future 


there will appear a marine Professor Gar- 
ner, who will declare that fish talk and try 
to converse with the inhabitant of the 
seas and other waters of the earth. 
If a 


fish cannot talk it is certain that some 
species can sing. The sound produced by 
one species of eel Is extremely musical, 
while the Australian lungfish gives out a 
long-drawn note, something like the note 
of a Un horn. The shad is also musically 
inclined, and gives out a note which can 
be heard for a considerable distance. 


Probably the most remarkable sound- 


producing fish is found in the China seas. 
It was discovered by Lieutenant White, of 
the British Navy. The lieutenant was en- 
gaged in some hydrographlo survey work 
near the entrance of a river, IJe anchored 
his vessel for the night in shallow water. 
As the darkness fell he heard coming up 
from beneath the waves a stranae confus- 
ion of sounds. The sounds resembled the 
clanging of bells and the beating of drums, 
and naturally filled the lieutenant with 
astonishmment. It was decidedly uncanny 
o hear such sounds coming up from the 
depths of the sea. The natives in his 
crew, who were familiar with the place, 
old the lieutenant that the sounds were 
often heard there, and that they were 
made by the spirits of a crew of pirstes 
who had been drowned there years before, 
•lot having much faith in ghosts, the Eng- 
lishman investigated the strange pheno- 
menon, and finally established the fact 
hat the strange noises came from a school 
of peculiar fish which were common in 
ibose waters. 


Professor-Kollicher's recent experiments 


were more interesting, tie made a sub- 
marine phonograph, which he let down to 


depth ot fifty fathoms in the Mediter- 


ranean pea. Around the instruent were 
placed electric lights to attract the fish. 
The professor continued his experiments 
for three months and succeeded in getting 
a record of noises from many • different 
marine creatures. Among other results 
which he obtained was the getting of a 
clear record of the cry of astonishment of 
a shark, which the fish uttered as he dash- 
ed toward the- glare of the electric light. 
The sounds uttered by whales, especially 
when they are near land, are more like 
talking than singing. The whale, on 
such occasions, given out not one sound, 
but several. In tne Gulf of Mexico is 
found a brilliantly-colored fish called the 
haemulon. It has a peculiar call, which 
can be heard from one end of a long ship 
to the other. 


A curious thing about these experiments 


is that none of these fishes which are 
known to make these noises while in the 
water can make a sound when they are 
tacen out of it. 
The Castle Garden Ac- 


quarium might add to its attractiveness by 
utilizing the musical fish ideas. A lot of 
singing fish in tanks would be a decided 
novelty. In Castle Garden Jenny Lind 
sang for the first time in this country. 
Perhaps in Castle Garden will be given 
the first "fish concert." 


The St Louis Exposition of 1903. 
The preliminary work is progressing 


with much vigor at St. Louis for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and the 
current month will1 show the selection of 
a site for the Exposition. 
The organiza- 


tion is proceeding with the fully formed 
purpose of having the Exposition open on 
May 1, 1903. We are informed by the sec- 
retary, Mr. W. B. Stevens, that work be- 
gins with a capital of $15,000,000, fully 
secured. In June, 1900, Congress made 
a part of the Sundry Civil Bill a section 
pledging on appropriation of $5,000,000 to 
the Exposition, if the organization of St. 
Louis should show, to the satisfction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, $5,000,000 
rased by popular subscription and $5,000,- 
000 of bonds voted by the city of St. Louis. 
At the following election In Missouri, No- 
vember. 1900, the Constitution of the 
State was amended not only to permit the 
city of St. Louis to issue $5,000,000 in 
bonds, but also to authorize an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000. The Municipal 
Assembly has by ordinance authorized the 
issue of bonds, and the people of St. Louis 
have subscribed for over $5,000,000 of 
stock. In February of this year, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was furnished with 
the evidence that subscriptions for the full 
amount stipulated by Congress had been 
secured, and that the bonds hod been leg- 
ally authorized. Be certified these facts 
to Congress. A special committee reported 
the bill providing for an appropriation of 
$5,000,000, and the House passed it by 
more than two-thirds vote. The action ol 
Congress in appropriating $5,000,000 to 
the Exposition, making the government a 
financial partner to the extent of one- 
third, constituted the most notable pro- 
vision yet made in the history of exposi- 
tion legislation. President McEinley hai 
appointed a government commission, and 
the first meeting has been held in St. 
Louis.

do with the soil," says the Saturday Even 
ing Post. "It has been ascertained that 
the most barren land can be made rich 
simply by adding to it certain mineral 
elements which cost but little. On this 
basis it is estimated that the United States 
will be able eventually to maintain 600,- 
000,000 people—more than one-third of 
the present population of the world. It 
is merely a question of [supplying the re- 
quisite quantities of nitrogen, phosphoric 
aold and potash. The last two are readi- 
ly obtainable at small expense, whereas 
the first may be supplied either by fur- 
nishing to the soil condensed nitrogen in 
the shape of slaughter waste or nitrate of 
soda or by planting clover, beans or. peias, 
which nave an affinity for nitrogen and ah 
sorb it from the atmosphere. 
It Is not 


known that nitrogen is tho most important 
plant food, and, inasmuch as this element 
composes four-fifths of the 
atmosphere, 


the question is merely to absorb it into 
the soil. It has also come to be under- 
stood that only 2 per cent of the material 
of plants Is derived from the soil, the re- 
maining 98 per cent being drawn from the- 
air and from water."

This bone forms part of 
the skull wall in the legion of the temple, 
and another portion of it, which projects 
at right angles to that part which fotrns 
part of the skull wall, forms part of the 
floor of the skull cavity where the brain 
is.

This sets that fluid it 
the semicircular canals splashing nroum 
from one plane to another, or, in other 
words, from one canal to another. No 
sooner does one set of nerve filaments 
send warning to the seat of origin in the 
brain, telling of the direction in which the 
man is falling, thnn another set sends ou 
a nerve impulse of a conflicting report 
The result is a stinnge confusion of ncrvi 
Impulses taking place in tbnt part of thi 
brain where the neive of balance takes 
its origin.

In the early 
days the money changers and the usurers 
were considered lawful prey for any king, 
baron or freebooter who could capture 
them or could impose restrictions or regu- 
lations by which their hoards coula be se- 
cured, but nowadays the financiers have 
become the real rulers of the world. 


Bonaparte's characterization of the Lon- 


don Times as one of the great powers of 
Europe was a concession by one of the 
shrewdest of mankind that the circle was 
broadening of the influences with which 
crowned heads would have to reckon. 
It 


is safe to say that Edward VII. received 
Morgan as a potentate fully equal in dig- 
nity and might to his host, or to any man 
sitting on any of the world's thrones. Ed- 
ward needs Morgan or men like him more 
than the Morgans need the Edwards. 
The Rotshchilda and the Barings have en- 
tered Parliament and the Barings have 
gained titles. borne of their counterparts 
in the United States have also entered 
public office. 


But Mr. Morgan is a tvpe of a monetary 


magnate who cares nothing for political 
station. There is no office in the United 
States to which he aspires. It is safe to 
say that he would much rather be plain J. 
Pierpont Morgan than Nicholas II., Will- 
iam II., Edward VII. or William MoKln- 
ley. He, like all of these political digni- 
taries, is the head of a great realm.

Philadelphia is in a moral muddle over 


the railway franchise matter. There are 
accusations and counter accusations. 
It 


is said those who are most bitter in their 
condemnation of the free grant of railway 
franchises advocated the same policy with 
relation to the city's gas plant some years 
ago. And so it goes. There seems to be 
no man or set of men around whom the 
people are willing to rally. They appear 
to distrust both factions in the present 
fight for and against the city administra- 
tion. The situation is reduced to one of 
personal abuse. One faction is charged 
with political "brigandage and robbery," 
the other with being "hogs and hypo- 
crites." • The vocabulary on- both sides 
has long been exhausted and there is a 
daily repetition of alliterative adjectives 
hurled back and forth. Affairs have reach- 
ed that state, however, which precludes 
settlement of the difficulty without some 
sort of revolution, and when it takes place 
the right man will appear in the role of 
leader and the people will give him their 
undivided support. 


Tax Reduction and the Treasury. 
On July 1 the war taxes will be reduced, 


as officially estimated, to the extent of 
$45,000,000 a year. The surplus revenue 
for the government fiscal year, which 
closes June 3, is estimated at $75,000,000. 
Should revenue and expenditures continue 
on the same scale, and present prosperous 
conditions be maintained, there should be 
for the coming fiscal year, notwithstand- 
ing the reduced taxation, a surplus of 
$30,000,000. 
There is a good prospect 


that the surplus for next year will be lar- 
ger than the amount named. 
Favorable 


trade conditions are still expanding and 
foreign traffic is growing. The outlook 
for crops is excellent, and prices are well 
sustained. As far as a forecast can be 
made from the existing situation the com- 
ing business year will at least be equ/jl to 
that which ends within a few daysQ/and 
the treasury is so strongly fortified tjjat it 
can not meet with a serious backset' dur 
ing the next twelve months. 


Several facts point strongly to a larger 


treasury surplus than $30,000,000 for next 
,'ear. The army is in bourse of reduction. 
Segimenta have been coming home stead- 
ly from the Philippines. Only a nominal 
:oroe is required in Porto Rico, and before 
,he end of another year nearly all Ameri- 
can troops may be withdrawn from Cuba. 
It is estimated that the cost of the army 
'or the fiscal year just ending will be 
$142,500,000, and of the navy $60,500?000, 
making a total of $203,000,000, or $12,- 
100,000 more than the aggregate of the last 
local year. But the Chinese complication 
more than accounts for the 
increase. 


Our troops have left China. Probably 
the war department will not expend more 
than $120,000,000 next year, 
including 


such public improvements as it is author- 
ized to continue. Here is a probable sav- 
ing of $25,000,000. 
No material reduc- 


tion is likely in the cost of the navy de- 
partment, nor do the people ask that the 
work of naval construction should be halt- 
ed. To be prepared on the sea is the 
wisest economy, and the re-organized 
regular army is similarly a prudent .pru- 
dent provision. 


A review of all the factors in the case 


indicate that there will be a treasury sur- 
plus in the next fiscal year of from thirty 
million to sixty million dollars. But if a 
sudden period of depression should out 
down the revenue as much as 15 per cent, 
the resulting deficit would be a small one 
and the cash balance is large enough to 
meet such a call for a series of years. It 
is far more probable that the secretary of 
the treasury will be taxed to find uses for 
a surplus, and will go on purchasing un- 
matured bonds, an operation that adds to 
the financial strength and economies of 
the nation. A decreased government ex- 
penditure is likely in the new possessions, 
aside from the reduction of our military 
forces there. In a word, the treasury out- 
look could not be better and never has 
been better. 


Tax Collector Mlsslns;. 


Justice of the Peace and Tax Collector 


Frank Hawlk. of Attleboro, has been miss- 
Ing from his home since Tuesday of last 
week ana his present whereabouts are nn< 
known. It is reported that the missing 
man took with him funds collected in hit 
official capacity as well as money borrowed 
from friends. A little more than a year 
ago Mr.HawlkV predecessor as Tax Collec- 
tor, Cornwall Woolston, left Attleboro with 
borough funds. Mr. Hawlk was engaged 
extensively as a contractor and builder 
and has built many houses in Attleboro. 
He was also engaged with Joseph Lenning- 
ton in furnishing and laying stone curbing 
for lot owners ebout the borough quite ex- 
tensively. The amount of his shortage 
with the borough it is thought will be 
several hundred dollars, but the amount 
has not yet been ascertained as the bor- 
ough accounts have not been audited.

With a surplus of ordinary receipts of 


$80,000,000 and a cash balance of $185,- 
000,000 confronting the Treasury at the 
beginning of the new fiscal year on July 
1st it becomes an interesting question bow 
congestion ot money in tne Treasury can 
be prevented. Reductions made by the 
new revenue law are relied upon to some 
extent, but Commissioner Yerkes is dis- 
posed to believe the reductions will not be 
so large as has been expected. Internal 
revenue receipts for the current fiscal year 
will run at least $16,000,000 above thosse 
of last year. The surprising feature of the 
receipts this month has been on increase 
of the internal revenue receipts for the 
first 22 days of June from $18,286,817 last 
year to $19,329,696 this year. 


If the increase in those classes of busi- 


ness where stamps are still required con- 
tinues at this rate, the effect of the reve- 
nue reductions will be largely nullified and 
the internal revenues receipts for the next 
fiscal year will not fall much below those 
of 1900, when the total was about $295,- 
000,000. 


With a reduction of war expenditures 


the surplus is likely to run at high figures 
through the next year, unless there is a 
sudden change in business conditions. 
Secretary Gage is counting on the heavy 
drafts which usually occur in July and 
August and the effects of the revenue re- 
ductions to relieve somewhat the pressure 
of money in the Treasury during the sum- 
mer, but he is prepared to meet a consid- 
erable congestion of funds in the autumn.

Oirlous Fish That Sin*;. 


tt may be that some time in the future 


there will appear a marine Professor Gar- 
ner, who will declare that fish talk and try 
to converse with the inhabitants of the 
seas and other waters of the earth. 
If a 


fish cannot talk it is certain that some 
species can sing. The sound produced by 
one species of eel is extremely musical, 
while the Australian lungfish gives out a 
long-drawn, note, something like the note 
of a tin bora. The shad is also musically 
inclined, and gives out a note which can 
be heard for a considerable distance. 


Probably tbe most remarkable sound- 


producing fish is found in the China seas. 
It was discoverea by Lieutenant White, of 
the British Navy. The lieutenant was en- 
gaged la some hydrographlc survey work 
near the entrance of a river. ge anchored 
his vessel for the night in shallow water. 
As the darkness fell he heard coming up 
from beneath the waves a strange confus- 
ion of sounds. The sounds lesembled the 
clanging of bells and the beating of drum*, 
and naturally filled the lieutenant with 
astomshmment. It was decidedly uncanny 
to hear such sounds coming up from tbe 
depths of the sea. The natives in his 
crew, who were familiar with the place, 
told the lieutenant that tbe sounds were 
often heard there, and that they were 
made by the spirits of a crew of pirates 
who had been drowned there years before. 
Not having much faith in ghosts, tbe Eng- 
lishman investigated the strange pheno- 
menon, and finally established tbe fact 
that the strange noises came from a school 
of peculiar fish which were common in 
those waters. 


Prof esBor-Kollioher's recent experiments 


were more interesting, rie made a sub- 
marine phonograph, which he let down to 
a depth ot fifty fathoms in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. Around tbe instruent were 
placed electric lights to attract the fish. 
Tbe professor continued bis experiments 
for three months and succeeded in getting 
a record of noises from many • different 
marine creatures. Among other results 
which he obtained was the getting of a 
clear record of the cry of astonishment of 
a shark, which the fish uttered as he dash- 
ed toward the glare of the electric light. 
Tbe sounds uttered by whales, especially 
when they are near land, are more like 
talking than singing. The whale, on 
such occasions, given out not one sound, 
but several. In the Gulf of Mexico is 
found a brilliantly-colored fish called the 
haemulon. 
It has a peculiar call, which 


can be heard from one end of a long ship 
to the other. 


A curious thing about these experiments 


is that none of these fishes which are 
known to make these noises while in the 
water can make a sound when they are 
tanfen out of it. 
The Castle Garden Ac- 


quarium might add to its attractiveness by 
utilizing the musical fish ideas. 
A lot of 


singing fish in tanks would be a decided 
novelty. In Castle Garden Jenny Lind 
sang for the first time in this country. 
Perhaps in Castle Garden will be given 
the first "fish conceit."

Tha ChamUtry of Soil. 


'' Undoubtedly one of the most wonder- 


ful discoveries of modern chemistry has to 
do with the soil," says the Saturday Even- 
ing Post. "It has been ascertained that 
the most barren land can be made rich 
simply by adding to it certain mineral 
elements which cost but little. On this 
basis it is estimated that the United States 
will be able eventually to maintain 500,- 
000,000 people—more than one-third of 
the present population of the world. It 
is merely a question of 'supplying the re- 
quisite quantities of nitrogen, phosphoric 
aoid and potash. The last two are readi- 
ly obtainable at small expense, whereas 
the first may be supplied either by fur- 
nishing to the soil condensed nitrogen in 
the shape of slaughter waste or nitrate of 
soda or by planting clover, beans or. peas, 
which nave an affinity for nitrogen and ab 
sorb it from the atmosphere. 
It is not 


known that nitrogen is the most important 
plant food, and, inasmuch as this element 
composes four-fifths of the atmosphere, 
the question is merely to absorb it into 
the soil. It has also come to be under- 
stood that only 2 per cent of the material 
of plants is derived from the soil, tbe re- 
maining 98 per cent being drawn from the- 
air and from water."

The St. Louis Exposition of 1903. 
The preliminary work is progressing 


with much vigor at St. Louis for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and the 
current month will' show the selection of 
a site for the Exposition. 
The organiza- 


tion is proceeding with the fully formed 
purpose of having the Exposition open on 
May 1, 1903. We are informed by the sec- 
retary, Mr. W. B. Stevens, that work be- 
gins with a capital of $16,000,000, fully 
secured. In June, 1900, Congress made 
a part of the Sundry Civil Bill a section 
pledging an appropriation of $5,000,000 to 
the Exposition, if the organization of St. 
Louis should show, to the satisfction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, $5,000,000 
rased by popular subscription and $5,000,- 
000 of bonds voted, by the city of St. Louis. 
At the following election in Missouri, No- 
vember. 1900, the Constitution of the 
State was amended not only to permit the 
city of St. Louis to issue $5,000,000 in 
bonds, but also to authorize an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000. The Municipal 
Assembly has by ordinance authorized the 
issue of bonds, and the people of St. Louis 
have subscribed for over $5,000,000 of 
stock. In February of this year, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was furnished with 
the evidence that subscriptions for the full 
amount stipulated by Congress had been 
secured, and that the bonds had been leg- 
ally authorized. He certified these facts 
to Congress. A special committee reported 
the bill providing for an appropriation of 
$5,000,000, and the House passed it by 
more than two-thirds vote. The action of 
Congress in appropriating $5,000,000 to 
the Exposition, making the government a 
financial partner to the extent of one- 
third, constituted the most notable pro- 
vision yet made in the history of exposi- 
tion legislation. President McKinley has 
appointed a government commission, and 
the first meeting has been held in St. 
Louis. 


Those who have visited tbe Pan-Ameri- 


can Exposition at .Buffalo have admired 
the splendid arrangement, the architec- 
ture, the landscape gardening and the 
lighting. It is a triumph and exceeds any 
other Exposition in beauty. All this was 
accomplished with $5,800,000 capital and 
appropriations. With such a sum as $15,- 
000,000 there is no question that St. Louis 
can give the most artistic though not the 
largest exposition ever held.

All kinds of ameliorating agents are' 


sought and resorted to with religious fer- 
vency to quell the qualtn in tbe cplgas- 
triim. but without avail. Lemons, limes 
and all kinds of acids are used to still the 
cyclone going on in the stomach. In the 
agony which follows an attack of fiea- 
sickness any promise can be exacted of a 
victim in return for immediate relict. 
And yet the stomach is not to blame. 
Nine out of ten people will declare the 
Beat of seasickness to be the stomach.

The car is not only built to hear with, 


but also the apparatus which gives to as 
the sense of balance is laid in the ear. 
Before we can know whether \\e are 
standing up or lying down we must learn 
it fiom tbe ear. The apparatus of bal- 
ance is as follows: It is located in tbe 
temporal bone. This bono foims part of 
tbe skull wall lu the region of the temple, 
and another portion of it, which projects 
at right angles to that part which forms 
part of tbe skull wall, forms part of the 
floor of the skull cavity where, tho brain 
is. The latter portion is known ns tjio 
petrous portion of the temporal bone, 
and it is lu this portion that the balance 
machinery lies. In the petrus portion are 
three semicircular canals uniting at,their 
base. These canals lie in three diffeient 
planes, and the man, no matter in what 
position he may be, is always in one of 
these planes. If he falls, he will fall in 
one of these pianos. 


These canals have n common base and 


are hollow. They are lined on the inside 
with a membrane In which tbe filaments 
of the nerve which controls our balance 
are distributed, or, in other words, the 
nerve which tolls us whether we ore erect 
or lying down, whether we are falling, 
ete. 
There Is a fluid In these canals 


which only scantily fills them. When we 
are standing erect this fluid lies at the 
common base of the canals and by its 
weight on the nerve filamentp, upon which 
the fluid lies, irritates them, and they 
send a nerve Impulse to the seat of origin 
of their nerve in the brain and we are in- 
formed that we are in the erect posture. 


If, however, we change our posture— 


for Instance, lie down—the fluid in tlie 
canals run into that canal which is in the 
same plane in which we aie lying. Grav- 
ity moves the fluid. Here a new set of 
nerve filaments are agitated by the fluid 
and an impulse is again sent to their sent 
of origin in tbe brnin, and the brain tells 
us that we are lying down. Now, when 
a person is on board a boat, be is pitched 
about by the various motions of the ves- 
sel and instinctively gets up a different 
motion of bis own in bis attempts to 
keep bia balance. This sets that fluid in 
the semicircular canals splashing around 
from one plane to another, or, in other 
words, from one canal to another. No 
sooner does one set of nerve filaments 
send wui ning to the seat of origin in the 
brain, telling of the direction in which thp 
man is falling, than another set sends out 
a nerve Impulse of a conflicting report. 
The result is a stinngo confusion of nerve 
impulses taking place in tbnt part of tbe 
brain where the nerve of balance takes 
its origin. 


Now, 
if this wprp all there wonUl bp no 


sense of seasickness. But it is not all 
There Is a IOIRP nerve which has its scat 
of origin so closely interwoven with thnl 
of the nerve of balancp tho"l when that 
seat is iu the throes of confusion this 
large nervp lippomps agitated and dis- 
turbed. 
This is called the pneumogns- 


tric nprve ami, passinc down the neck 
from the brain, gives off some of its fila- 
ments to the lungs and heart, and what 
is left Is distributed to the walls of the 
stomach.

tossing about of the body from one plane 
to another 'n quirk succession inspires 
the pneumogaRtric nerve to send down 
an impulse along Its nerve trunk which 
causes Dnnsea and tbe stomachic convul- 
sions which are associated with seasick- 
ness.

They contain the record of accumulated 
inowledge; the legacies of the human in- 
tellect; the triumphs of geniue; and they 
preserve the wisdom of the ages. 


As you acquire knowledge you gain pow- 


er, as well as breaath of mind, and' tne 
3ne conditions that are the fruit of ex- 
panding intelligence. Whether you fill 
,mportant places in some sphere of acti- 
vity, or content yourselves wif;h a modest 
yet useful part in the great drama of life, 
lou will be stronger and nobler, more 
worthy and more highly honored, as you 
more and more enrich your intellectual 
and moral natures. Even if you make 
lome the crown of your ambition, you can 
;here improve your gifts and graces, adorn 
t with manly excellence and womanly 
worth, and practice the noble art of mak- 
ng it lovely, beautiful and attractive, the 
abode of happiness ana sweet content.

Trenton-Bristol Trolley. 


In order that there may be no loop-holes 


which will prevent the building of the 
trolley road from Morrisville -to Bristol, 
the Trenton and Bristol Street Railway 
Company, which was crecently incorporat- 
ed under. the laws of New Jersey, last 
week, obtained a charter at Harrisburg in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Focbt-Kmery acts; The capitalization of 
the company is placed at $36,000. 


The company has obtained the right of 


way from Bristol to Morrisville. It is 
believed that the real projector of the road 
is the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
and is a part of the general scheme of pro- 
posed railroad re-building.

Find It In This Hindoo City Where

Compared with Ajmere, and indeed 


with many of the cities of India, Jaipur 
is a mere infant, having been in exist- 
ence scarcely 200 rears. The absolute 
uniformity of Its buildings, both in de- 
sign and material, a lovely rose colored 
sandstone having been used, makes one 
feel aa if they must liave been construct- 
td by the "genii of the lamp" in response 
to the hasty summons of an imperious 
master. And this impression of hurried 
magic is only increased when one finds 
that the upper stories are more often 
than not merely a decorative shell, with- 
in which is space and nothing more. 


Yet Jaipur is a town,of considerable 


modern importance, and its wide streets 
are daily filled with a motley tlirong of 
native buyers and sellers, with a sprin- 
kling of curiosity stricken tourists. Here, 
pacing softly on his padded feet, may be 
seen a hooded cheetah, submissive in his 
blindness to his loaders. But let the hood 
slip, and '"Ware the tiger!" 
Here a 


naked, ash covered fakir strides proudly

FORMS OF PICTURES. 


Some People I/Ike One Shape sutcl 


Some Anottoer, It Seema. 


The form of pictures In use-by different 


^peoples makes clear tlielr visual prefer- 
ences. Thus, with rectangular pictures 
some prefer height rather than width, 
and others prefer width rather than 
height. 
The-re are those who show a 


marked - preference for square pictures. 
Round, diamond shaped and triangular 
forms have' their respective admiral's. 


ETaruination of several thousand pic- 


tures on.sale 'and in private collections 
and emanating from the most diverse 
people has interested me in this subject, 
and I will give some of my conclusions, 
hi rectangular pictures the Japanese' are 
alone,; preferring those whose width ex- 
ceeds their height. 
The English aud 


Americans do not ~have marked prefer- 
ences in this respect. Other people have 
pictures whose width is less than height, 
their taste in this respect being more or 
less pronounced, so that the proportion of 
high pictures to that of wide pictures is 
in the ratio of 2 among the Germans 
and French, 3 in Turkey, 4 in Italy, 10 
In Spain and 15 in Rnusia. The Slavs 
delight most of alt in the height of their 
pictures. 


For the square form the Japanese ex- 


hibit the greatest preference. Then, In 
decreasing order, the Germans, the Eng- 
lish, the Russians and finally the Latin 
races. The diamond form is appreciated 
by the Germans and Italians. The trian- 
gulirr. very seldom seen elsewhere, la oc- 
casionally met with in Austria and Bel- 
gium. As to pictures of a round form, 
they are numerous only In Germany, ia 
Austria and in Russia. 


Two quite interesting peculiarities may 


be cited.' One is the disposition shown 
by the Russians to make the right angles 
of rectangular pictures disappear, either 
by cutting them off by the aid of a cir- 
cular arc or by adding to tlicra a part of 
ft circle. The other-peculiarity is fur 
nished by the Turks, who delight in mod 
Ifications of the lower side of their rec- 
tangular pictures. 


Such are the visual preferences among 


diverse nations according to the indica- 
tion given by their pictures.—From the 
French of M. Delanoeyjn Jewelers' Cir- 
cular-Weekly.
